Washington, D. G., Dec. 26.—{Special. }~ 
The preparations to prosecute the electrical 
trust, whith the department ot justice char- 
ecterizes as the “greatest trust in the world,” 
have been completed by Attorney General 
Wickersham. 

In spite of the most formidable political and 
personal influences put forth to stave off an 
attack by the government, President Taft in- 
structed the department to bring proceedings 
at once for the purpose of breaking up the 
alleged monopoly. 

There will be a conference of the attorney 
general and his assistants this week to review 
the bill in civil proceedings which is being 
prepared, and to determine whether there are 
grounds for the indictment of the trust offi- 
ciels under the criminal clause the Sher- 
man enti-trust law. At thie will 
be William l. Kenyon, assistant to the attor- 
ney general in charge of the trust prosecu- 
tions, and Wade Ellis, the government's for- 
mer trust fighter, who has been retained to 
conduct the case against the electrical com- 
bination. 


No Delays in Suit. 

The institution of the suits will not be de- 
layéd until after the decision of the Bu- 
preme court in the Stendard Ou and tobacco 
trust cases, for the reason that the principle 
invotved in the alleged violation of the Sher- 
man law by the électrical comfaniéd ts not 
the same as in the other cases. The eléc- 
trical companies Will be charged with a con- 
epiracy to restrain trade under cover of the 
patent law. The department has not 40 
eided where the suit wil) be brought.

Railroad men commented on the amicable 
settlement as another demonstration of the 
utility of the Erdmann law in settling in- 
dustrial disputes and preventing disastrous 
strikes. 

All expressed satisfaction over the peacer 
able outcome of the dispute. While the 
agreement was regarded as satisfactory in 
the main points, several matters will de 
taken up for adjustment at a later date. The 
men insist that the raise of 80 cents a day 
for engineers in yard and transfer service ig 
too small and a request for a conference to 
discuss this question soon will be made. 


Plan to Renew $§ Demand. 

The old rate for this class of engineers in 
the Chicago terminals is $4 a day, and it | 
will be $4.50 under the new agreement. 
Grand Chief Stone said the original demand 


of $5 a day will be advanced later, because | 


this rate prevails in most other large ter- 
minals throughout the country. 

With the engineers’ dispute out of the way, 
the wage demands of conductors and train- 
men employed on the same sixty-one west- 

rn railroads will be taken up for adjust- 
ment. The tonferences, which were, post- 
poned on account of the Christmas holidays, 
will be resumed tomorrow and pushed to a 
settlement probably before New Tear's. 
About 20,000 conducters and 55,000 train-. 
men, baggagemen, and flagmen aré involved 
in these negotiations. 

The men demand the same as did the en- 
gineers—a raise of about 15 per ceht—and it 
is likely that the roads will offer to settle 
on the basis of a 10 per cent advance, 

Members of the conductors’ and ‘train- 
men’s conference committees are scheduled 
to return to Chicago tomorrow morning, 
after spending Christmas at home.

Christmas celebrations were held during 
the day by striking garment workers and 
their children in several halls on the weft 
side. The children danced around the Christ-

That these immigrants, taken as a body, 
are doing well for themselves by coming 
here we know. They are earuing more 
than a bare living or they would not he 
able to send so much money to their old 
homes. But, in an economic sense, how 
much has the United States been a gainer? 
The commission has collected data which 
throw light on that question. 

In a fiva, year period, during which 
nearly 4,000,000 immigrants were ad- 
mitted, the record shows that 82% per 
cent of them were between the ages of 14 
and 44 years. That is, they were at an 
age when every one of them should be 
able to maintain himself by manual labor. 
Eleven and a half per cent were under 
14, and only 6 per cent above 44. So 
during the five years the United States 
acquired a vast stock of labor which it 
had not been at the expense of progucing. 
The quéstion is whether it or 


could utilize that-labor, or whether it was 


unproductive and a dead weight. There 
have been investigated for the commission 
thirty-seVen different principal] industries 
east of the Rocky mountains. In doing 
that 619,000 employés were interviewed. 
Almost 60 per cent of them were foreign 
bern. It is to foreign born labor, then, 
that those industries are indebted for 
their magnitude. If it were to be witb- 
drawn they would be badly crippled. t 
would be impossible to find enough native 
born workers to take the vacant places 
and do the hard manual labor. When 
we boast of the rapid expansion of 
American industries, we should not forget 
the immigrant. 

There remains the problem of the as- 
similation of this vast alien mass. It ‘s 
necessarily imperfect with the fathers.

A SENATORSHIP ISSUE OF NATIONAL 
CONCERN. 

The country will do well to watch the 

outcome of Gov.-elect Woodrow Wilson's 

controversy over the New Jersey sena- 


.torship sought by former Sevator Smith 


and the victor at the primaries, James E. 
Martine. 

The importance of this state fight is by 
no means confined to New Jersey. The 
effect of a bad choice in senators touches 


not merely the state responsible for the 


error but the whole nation. 

That is why interest in the Lorimer 
case extends from Maine to California, 
and why the impact of the final result 
will be felt over the country. 

The situation in New Jersey is not so 
salient, but if we are to credit the state- 
ment of Gov.-elect Wilson it is funda- 
mentally the same as the Lorimer case. 
It lacks the element of. open bribery, 
charged in the latter case, but turns upon 
the same question of whether the people 
or “selfish interests” are to be repre- 
sented in the upper house of congress. 
Dr: Wilson points to recent statements 
by former Attorney General Griggs which 
confirm the impression that Mr. Griggs 
has “ cliente who are interested’ in elect- 
ing Mr. Smith. He states the issue thus:

The Swiss guard of the pope has been in 
existence for more than four centuries, 
having deen formed first In October, 1506, 
by Pope Julius II. at the suggestion of the 
Swiss cardinal, Schinner, and the uniforms, 
designed by Michael Angelo at the request 
of Rope Julius, remain identically the same 
as they were in the days of the illustrious 
master who painted the frescoes of the Sis- 
tine chapel. During several pontifical reigns 
certain features of, their uniform, notebly 
theif helmet, were modernized. But Pius X. 
has restored to them the armor and the 
helmet worn by the corps when it was rst 
anroled, 

The Swise guard is recruited almost er- 


clusively from men of the cantons of Lu- 


cerne and of Zurich. They must be more 
than 25 years of age, unmarried, and 6 feet 
in height. Originally the corps numbered 
200, being increased at times to double that 
figure. Today there are few more than half 
that number, consisting of twelve commis- 
sioned officers, two drummers, and 106 non- 
commissioned officers and men. They are 
enlisted for a term of five years, at the close 
of which they @re entitled to a nominal 
pension. 

The latter, however, is of little considera- 
tion to them. For they are, most of them, 
men ef good family, well to do, who enlist 
in the Swiss guard partiy for the purpose 
of fulfilling what they believe to be the tra- 
ditional duties of their families to the church 
and partly on account of the opportunity 
which it affords them of studying under the 
most favorable conditions the various 
branches of art and literature in the vatican 
itself and also beyond the papal borders, 
in the city of Rome. 

To the members of the Swiss guard is 
intrusted the guardianship of what may be 
described as the frohtiers of the papal 
territory. They stand on duty just inside 
the vatican gates and at the great bronse 
doors, and no one, be he prince or peasant, 
can pass in without either showing them an 
entrance card, duly stamped with the papal 
arms, or else giving them the pase word. Of 
course, since 1870 their duties have been of 
an essentially pacifie character.
